Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  fcr  your  consideration  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  work  cf  your  Health  Department 
and  the  health  cf  the  City  during  1962. 

The  principal  excitement  during  the  year  occurred  in  February,  when 
an  outbreak  cf  smallpox  In  the  West  Riding  produced  a  sudden  large  demand 
fcr  vaccination  which  was  a  cause  of  some  difficulty  to  busy  general 
practitioners  in  the  City.  One  contact  was  kept  under  surveillance  and 
and  the  necessary  precautions  were  taken  by  the  Department. 

It  has  been  known  for  some  time  that  the  addition  of  1  part  per  million 
cf  sodium  fluoride  to  drinking  water  which  is  deficient  in  it  causes  a 
material  reduction  in  tooth  decay  among  people  who  drink  it  in  early  life. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  considered  the  evidence  and,  in 
common  ’with  the  other  local  authorities  in  the  Division,  wisely  decided 
to  ask  the  Claro  Water  Board  to  take  the  necessary  action. 

The  Report  again  contains  details  of  the  County  Council  health  services 
for  the  area  in  order  to  present  a  full  picture  cf  the  facilities  available 
in  the  City,  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  has  written  the  sections 
dealing  with  the  hygiene  of  the  environment. 

The  Corporation  has  a  fine  record  of  slum  clearance  and  replacement. 

This  is,  however,  a  problem  which  is  still  not  finally  solved,  and  the  Health 
Committee  anxious  te  geX  rid  cf  those  unfR  houses  which  still  rer._a In. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  other  Chief  Officers,  to  the  staff  of  the 
Department,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and 
encouragement  during  the  year.

DEATHS  The  death  rate  cf  11.99  is  slightly  higher  than  that  for 
1961.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.9. 

The  principal  causes  cf  death  were:- 

Vascular  lesions  cf the  central  nervous  system  32 


Coronary  disease  and  angina  28 
Cancer  and  other  new  growth  21 
Other  heart  and  circulatory  diseases  17 
Pneumonia  and  bronchitis  12 


These  causes  account  fcr  roughly  two  thirds  of  the  total  deaths. 

NATURAL  INCREASE  OF  POPULATION  The  number  cf  births  exceeded  the  number 
cf  deaths  by  40* 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  8  children  died  under  one  year  cf  age  during  the 

year.  This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of 
40.0  per  1,000  live  births,  compared  with  45.6 
fcr  1961, 

Five  cf  these  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  day 
cf  life.

The  Division  in  its  western  part  consists  of  the  upland 
country  lying  to  the  south  west  of  the  River  Ure  and  containing 
Jhe  upper  part  of  Nidderdale.  The  eastern  part  Is  flat  country 
in  the  plain  of  York,  bounded  on  the  north  east  by  the  Rivers  Ure 
and  Ouse  and  containing  the  lower  part  of  the  River  Nidd. 

Harrogate  stands  in  rolling  country  to  the  south  and  west  of 
the  Nidd,  It  has  been  known  as  a  Spa  for  a  long  period  and  is 
now  a  busy  conference  and  holiday  centre  which  provides  pleasant 
residential  surroundings.  It  is  becoming  Increasingly  an  ad- 
ministrative  centre  for  large  commercial  organisations* 

The  City  of  Ripon  is  an  ancient  market  town  in  the  valley  of  the 
Ure.  It  is  the  centre  for  a  large  rural  area  around,  and 
manufactures  paint  and  concrete  products. 

Knaresborough  Is  an  attractive  holiday  centre  situated  on  the 
lidd  in  that  part  of  its  course  where  it  flows  in  a  limestone 
£> rge  of  considerable  beauty.  It  is  also  a  market  town  and 
chopping  centre  for  a  large  and  populous  rural  area  and  has  a 
large  weekly  market. 

Ripon  &  Patel ey  Bridge  Rural  District  and  Nidderdale  Rural 
District  are  both  large  agricultural  areas  with  numerous  villages.

I  am  indebted  to  Miss  M.P.  Dunkley  for  the  following  report  on 
speech  therapy  for  the  year  1962:- 

All  types  of  Speech  Defects  show  a  tendency  to  appear  more  frequently 
among  boys  than  among  girls,  but  stammering  Is  a  problem  faced  mainly 
by  boys.  The  following  figures  show  the  ratio  of  boys  and  girls  with 
speech  defects,  during  the  past  seven  years  in  the  Harrogate  Division  alone:-

Speech  defects  dealt  with  in  the  School  Clinic  fall  roughly  into  two 
groups:  (a)  Defects  or  articulation,  (b)  Stammering;  the  latter  being 
a  Speech  Disorder  of  nervous  origin.  The  cases  of  defective  articulation 
have  varied  from  simple  Dyslalia  (one  or  two  faulty  sounds)  to  gross 
Dyslalia,  with  many  substitutions  and  elesions. 

Occasionally  we  get  a  case  of  Alalia,  when  there  has  been  no  development 
°f  speech  at  the  expected  age.  The  main  causes  of  which  are: 

(1)  Deafness  (2)  Mental  retardation,  or  (3)  Emotional  factors. 

Since  a  child  acquires  his  speech  in  the  home  through  casual  training,  it 
is  very  important  for  him  to  have  a  good  pattern;  one  which  does  not 
have  to  be  relearned  later,  e0g.  fBaby  talk'.  He  must  also  have  the  right 
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stimulus;  Rhymes  and  Jingles  play  an  important  part  In  the 
development  of  speech  in  the  infant.  Unfortunately,  I  am  finding 
that  these  are  not  used  sufficiently  now-a-days  in  the  home. 

Although  I;; am  not  qualified  to  state  whether  or  not  it  is  right 
for  a  mother  to  be  out  at  work  during  the  day,  if  she  has  children 
of  pre-school  age  -  I  do  feel  most  strongly  that  mothers  who  are 
there  to  help  the  infant  up  the  ladder  of  speech  development,  e.g. 

.at  the  Babbling  and  Repetitive  stages  (1-3  years),  are  far  less 
likely  to  have  children  with  speech  defects. 

Stammerers  are  always  a  challenge,  but  a  very  worth  while  one*  It 
is  most  important  to  start  treatment  as  early  as  possible  in  order  to 
prevent  the  onset  of  the  Secondary  Stage.  If  however  this  stage  has 
been  allowed  to  develop,  we  are  faced  with  a  much  more  complicated 
pattern.  The  resultant  feeling  of  insecurity  and  inadequacy  produce 
hypertension,  which  in  some  cases  is  painful  to  see© 

A  child  with  a  speech  defect  or  disorder,  is  deprived  of  one  of  its 
most  natural  forms  of  self-expression.  It  is  therefore  easy  to  see 
how  the  personality  of  such  children  can  be  affected.  The  Speech 
Therapist  must  have  a  thorough  understanding  of  human  nature,  and  a 
most  important  part  of  her  work  is  to  help  the  child  to  adjust  his 
personality  to  a  positive  attitude  to  his  difficulties,  and  give  him  a 
desire  to  cure  himself. 

Stammerers  tend  to  have  reversions  at  particular  stages  in  their 
school  life,  e.g.  (a)  when  learning  to  read,  (b)  at  the  Grammar  School 
Entrance  stage,  and  (c)  those  who  pass  on  to  Grammar  Schools,  at  the  G.C. 
f0*  and  ’A1  level  periods  of  their  academic  career. 

The  help  given  to  the  Speech  Therapist  by  the  Health  Visitors  is 
invaluable.  They  are  in  constant  touch  with  the  pre-school  child. 
Suspected  cases  of  Hearing  loss  are  being  detected  at  an  early  age,  by 
Health  Visitors  especially  trained  to  do  this.  An  Audiometer  should  be 
considered  necessary  equipment  in  every  speech  clinic  -  or  failing  this 
there  should  be  one  available  for  the  use  of  the  Speech  Therapist. 

Home  and  School  visiting  play  an  important  part  in  our  work.  Most 
teachers  are  only  too  anxious  to  help,  and  are  always  on  the  alert  to 
discover  the  children  who  require  specialised  help.  I  think  that  many 
of  the  minor  speech  defects  could  well  be  dealt  with  by  the  Infants  Class 
Teacher,  if  she  had  some  special  training  at  college  to  equip  her  for  thi 
X  short  course  given  by  an  experienced  Speech  Therapist  in  every 
Teacher’s  Training  College,  would  be  a  great  stride  in  this  direction. 

During  my  thirteen  years  as  a  Speech  Therapist  under  the  West  Riding 
County  Council,  I  have  had  the  priv  ilege  of  giving  numerous  talks  to 
Parent  Teachers’  Associations,  Young  Wives  Groups  and  similar  organiation 
These  have  given  me  excellent  opportunities  to  help  both  the  teachers  and 
the  parents,  who  have  children  with  speech  difficulties.

17A  children  made  220  attendances  during  1962.  18  new  cases  were 

referred  by  Dr.  L.J.  Prosser,  Paediatrician,  School  Medical 
Officers  following  medical  inspections,  and  General  Practitioners,

Cardiac  Catheterisation  was  carried  out  on  2  children  at 
Harrogate  General  Hospital  and  3  children  at  Leeds  General 
Infirmary. 

During  the  year  2  children  were  admitted  to  Leeds  General 
Infirmary  for  operation:- 

Closure  of  ventricular  septal  defect 
Resection  of  coarctation  of  aorta 

One  special  clinic  was  held  in  1962,  when  Mr.  Wooler, 

Consultant  Thoracic  Surgeon  at  Leeds  General  Infirmary,  visited 
the  Harrogate  General  Hospital  and  saw  Ij.  children  with  a  view  to 
them  being  admitted  to  Leeds  for  further  investigation. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  5  children  were  awaiting  admission  to 
Leeds  for  operation  and  3  children  were  awaiting  admission  for 
further  investigation. 

Close  liaison  was  maintained  with  general  practitioners, 
teachers,  school  dental  officers  and  parents.  Recommendations 
were  made  in  respect  of  children  with  heart  lesions,  where  it  was 
felt  that  some  restriction  of  a  child’s  activities  was  advisable 
or  precautions  were  necessary  regarding  dental  treatment  and 
operations. 


I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Gore  for  the  following  report:- 

Dr.  M.  Frlese  left  us  in  April  to  take  up  his  appointment  as 
Consultant  Psychiatrist  at  St.  James’s  Hospital,  Leeds,  and  we 
wish  him  well. 

We  were  very  pleased  to  welcome  Mrs.  Nursten  back  in  October,  on 
her  return  from  the  United  States.  During  her  absence  we 
received  a  great  amount  of  help  from  Miss  Wallace,  although  she  was 
herself  ill  for  much  of  the  time. 

71  new  cases  were  seen  during  the  year,  this  is  a  smaller 
number  than  in  previous  years,  probably  due  to  absences  of  staff 
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through  illness,  and  the  lack,  of  a  psychiatric  social  worker.  In  addition 
Mr.  Pickles  was  engaged  in  a  survey  of  E.S.W.  children  in  schools,  which 
took  up  every  Friday  morning  during  term  time. 

The  number  of  girls  seen  was  very  small,  only  18  compared  to  i+0  the 
previous  year. 

The  greatest  number  of  referrals  came  from  Division  7  (56)  -  we  have 
broken  these  figures  down  for  this  year,  and  taken  particular  note  of  the 
actual  source  of  the  referral:  (e.g.  a  case  sent  to  us  through  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  might  have  been  brought  forward  either  by  the 
Read-” teacher  or  the  parent).  Looking  at  it  in  this  way  the  sources  of 
referral  were  as  follows :-

These  figures  indicate  the  interest  of  both  teachers  and  parents  in  the 
clinic,  and  this  seems  to  have  grown  over  the  years.  We  have  also  had  as 
usual,  a  number  of  cases  from  Children’s  Officers  and  Children’s  Homes*  We 
have  continued  our  policy  of  inviting  to  the  clinic  as  many  of  the  people 
referring  case^  as  possible,  and  plan  in  the  future  to  offer  more 
opportunities  for  discussion  to  the  staff  of  Children’s  Homes.  We  feel  that 
perhaps  our  contacts  with  General  Practitioners  could  be  improved. 

La-Tc  a-Loo  studied  in  particular  the  uneventuated  referrals  where  no 
regular  attendance  was  established,  and  the  unsatisfactory  cases  where  aft< 
initial  attendances,  the  subsequent  appointments  v;ere  not  kept.  In 
general.it  seemed  from  this  that  we  were  most  likely  to  fail  in  cases 
referred  from  the  Juvenile  Courts  without  the  real  vich  of  the  parents;  an( 
that  parents  who  had  come  to  the  clinic  because  of  the  pressure  of  their 
own  problems,  often  did  not  keep  up  regular  visits.  Cases  from  families  w: 
multiple  problems  are  also  noticeably  poor  attendee*  For  the  remainder  i' 
seemed  that  if  an  appointment  had  to  be  delayed,  the  moment  of  crisis  was 
often  passed,  but  in  these  cases  we  did  not  really  know  whether  help  was 
still  needed. 

In  addition  to  the  new  cases  opened  in  1962,  31  were  carried  over  from 
previous  years.

Visits  were  also  made  to  see  children  at  the  Wharf edale  Hospital,  and 
Bridge  House  School,  Harewood. 

During  the  year  we  had  visits  from  ten  He ad- teachers.  Youth 
Employment  Officers,  School  Welfare  Officer,  Child  Care  Officers, 
Probation  Officers,  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  and  amongst  our  more 
distinguished  visitors  Dr,  Marjorie  Wilson  and  Dr.  Llewellin  from  the 
Ministry  of  Education:  Mr.  Boddy,  County  Council  Education  Inspector, 
and  rir.  Rawcliffe,  Divisional  Education  Officer*  In  March  Dr. 

Elliott  paid  a  visit  to  the  clinic  with  Dr.  Marshall  who  prior  to  her 
retirement  had  always  been  most  helpful  towards  us* 

In  July  Mr.  Thomas,  the  County  Council  Art  Advisor  visited  the  clinic 
and  stimulated  still  further  our  interest  in  the  question  of  art  in  ed¬ 
ucation  and  clinic  work,  and  we  subsequently  spent  an  interesting 
day  visiting  schools  in  the  Pontefract  area. 

Dr.  Jessop  and  Dr.  Stoakley  continued  to  attend  the  clinic  until 
March,  and  during  this  term  two  students  from  the  Institute  of 
Education,  Leeds,  spent  some  time  here.  We  have  also  had  Health 
Visitor  students  in  the  clinic  from  time  to  time. 


Remedial  Teaching,,  The  new  year  began  with  16  children  in 
attendance:  11  boys  and  5  girls.  Of  these  k  were  at  the  secondary 
modern  stage,  and  the  rest  at  primary  level  and  ages  ranged  from 
7+  to  14  years* 

Steady  progress  was  made  in  all  cases  and  in  some  quite  a 
remarkable  difference  was  noticeable.  One  Head-master  describes  the 
change  in  a  very  deprived  boy  of  9  years  as  almost  miraculous*  Not 
only  educationally,  but  socially  this  boy  has  made  fine  progress  though 
he  has  many  physical  handicaps.  All  the  children  have  now  broken 
through  the  reading  barrier,  and  Head-teachers  report  progress  in  all 
school  subjects. 

In  July  5  children  were  discharged  and  3  new  ones  admitted,  making 
lk  at  the  beginning  of  September,  and  since  then  4  more  have  joined 
us.  Except  in  one  very  disturbed  case  the  children  are  now  working  in 
groups  of  2  or  3,  according  to  age  and  ability.  Parents  continue 
to  co-operate  and  to  appreciate  the  help  being  given,  and  opportunities 
to  talk  to  parents  and  show  them  children's  work  are  taken  whenever 
possible. 

This  term  (from  Jan,  1963)  we  have  a  group  of  lower  average  age  - 
an  indication  of  earlier  referral,  which  makes  the  work  much  more 
rewarding.  Close  co-operation  between  the  members  of  the  Child  Guidance 
team  is  maintained  so  that  a  clear  all-round  picture  of  the  child's 
problems  is  always  apparent. 

We  feel  we  have  an  excellent  liaison  between  the  clinic  team  and 
the  Divisional  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  in  all  the  areas 
we  serve. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  clinic  team,  Mrs.  Nursten,  Miss 
Blackburn  and  Mr.  Pickles,  for  the  pleasure  which  I  believe  we  share 
in  working  together;  and  also  Mrs.  Ramsbottom  our  secretary  who 
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contributes  a  great  deal  to  the  life  of  the  clinic.

One  type  of  mental  defect  is  due  to  a  metabolic  disturbance 
which  produces  damage  to  the  brain  in  early  life.  It  is  detectable 
by  a  simple  test  on  the  urine  of  young  babies  which  is  now 
done  as  a  routine  by  the  health  visitors  for  the  babies  in  their 
care. 

No  cases  of  phenylketonuria  have  so  far  been  discovered  in  the 
division. 
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(g)  DENTAL  CARE 


The  arrangements  for  dental  treatment  of  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  continue  as  before. 


(h)  CARE  OF  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  AND  THEIR  CHILDREN 

The  unmarried  girl  who  is  having  a  baby  is  often  desperately 
>n  need  of  expert  help  and  advice.  She  needs  to  make  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  confinement,  and  for  her  own  rehabilitation  and 
ihe  care  of  her  child  afterwards. 

Valuable  work  in  this  field  is  done  by  the  Social  Workers 
/f  the  Ripon  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association  who  work  in 
close  co-operation  with  the  general  practitioners,  the  health 
visitors,  and  the  health  department. 

The  County  Council  makes  grants  in  approved  cases  towards 
the  cost  of  institutional  care  before  the  confinement. 

10  k  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  department  during  the  year. 
This  figure  includes  about  3%  of  people  who  came  into  the 
division  from  other  areas.  Of  the  residents,  one  was  under  15 
years,  23  were  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  nineteen,  while 
3k  were  aged  between  twenty  and  twenty  nine  years.  This  is  not, 
therefore,  mainly  a  teenage  problem,  as  is  often  assumed. 

(i;  CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS 


These  small  babies  need  special  care  to  avoid  injury  from 
hilling.  2  Sorrento  cots  and  equipment  are  provided,  based 
a  Harrogate  and  Ripon,  for  loan  to  doctors  and  midwives  looking 
£ter  premature  babies.  Neither  of  the  cots  were  used  during 
he  year. 

The  Sorrento  cot  has  the  disadvantage  of  being  too  bulky  for 
esy  transport,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  the  provision  of 
mller  portable  incubators  is  being  considered.

A  routine  inspection  is  made  twice  a  year  of  all  children 
resident  in  the  Leadhall  Grange  and  Harlow  Court  Residential 
Nurseries,  Harrogate,  and  in  three  Homes  for  older  children 
in  Knares borough,  A  report  is  furnished  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  and  to  the  Children’s  Department  in  which  details  are 
given  regarding  the  children’s  health,  the  staffing,  and  on  any 
environmental  condition  which  may  affect  the  health  of  the 
children. 


8.  PAEDIATRIC  CLINICS 


In  Harrogate  children  are  seen  by  the  paediatrician  at  the 
hospital.  In  Ripon,  Dr.  Prosser  holds  a  clinic  as  necessary 
at  Alma  House. 

BUZZERS  FOR  BEDI.ETTERS 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Hall  for  the  following  report:- 

Five  enuresis  Alarm  Buzzers  have  been  in  use  during  the  past 
year  in  the  Harrogate  Area. 

There  have  been  12  cases  of  nocturnal  enuresis  treated  with 
an  alarm  buzzer.  Every  age  between  five  and  eleven  was  represented. 

8  cases  have  been  successful  with  no  report  of  relapse  and 
2  cases  have  been  partially  successful.,  l  case,  a  five  and  a 
half  year  old  boy,  was  not  successful  in  spite  of  using 
Dexamphetamine  to  raise  the  level  of  sleep. 
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Another  child  had  shown  improvement  but  left  the  area  before  the 
case  could  be  considered  successful. 

There  are  23  children  on  the  waiting  list. 

There  is  great  variation  in  the  time  required  to  train  to  the  alarm* 
On  the  whole,  the  younger  children  take  longer,  up  to  three  months, 
and  require  greater  stimulus.  Some  of  the  older  children  have 
responded  very  well  and  become  dry  within  a  week  or  two. 

The  alarms  are  kept  switched  on  for  about  three  weeks  after  the 
patient  has  become  dry.  The  mother  is  then  instructed  to  leave  the 
alarm  for  a  further  week  but  with  the  switch  turned  off. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  alarm  buzzer  is  of  great  value  for  most 
of  the  cases  and  I  would  like  to  suggest  that,  before  children  are 
subjected  to  disturbing  hospital  investigations,  the  method  should 
be  attempted. 


9.  KIimrBHY 

During  1962,  domiciliary  midwives  cared  for  309  home  confinements 
while  1,706  cases  were  delivered  in  insti tutions.  90  of  the  latter  were 
sent  home  at  forty-eight  hours,  150  cases  after  forty-eight  hours  but 
up  to  and  including  the  fifth  day,  and  317  cases  after  the  fifth  day 
but  before  the  tenth  day. 

Two  whole-time  midwives  and  twelve  home  nurse /midwives  were  working 
in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Staffing  difficulties  continued  throughout  the  year  owing  partly 
to  the  illness  of  the  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  and  the  prolonged 
sickness  of  a  Mental  Welfare  Officer.  Two  male  officers  carried  on 
the  work  of  the  department  with  some  difficulty. 

One  of  the  officer  attended  the  Out-patient  Clinic  at  the  Harrogate 
General  Hospital  each  Tuesday  and  Friday,  and  every  effort  was  made 
to  deal  with  pre-care  and  after-care  of  patients  but,  in  view  of  the 
depleted  staff,  some  priorities  had  to  be  exercised. 
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Visiting  of  subnormal  patients  continued  to  a  somewhat  lesser 
degree.  All  in  all,  this  was  rather  a  difficult  year,  but  I 
anticipate  an  early  return  to  a  full  complement  of  staff  and  a 
consequent  expansion  in  the  services  provided.

I  am  indebted  to  Miss  Reynolds  for  the  following  report  on  the  work 
of  the  Harrogate  Training  Centre. 

Since  commencing  work  in  July,  1962,  and  despite  staffing  difficulties, 
a  very  good  settling  down  process  has  taken  place.  A  glance  at  the 
numbers  on  the  registers  will  show  that  these  have  doubled  since  July 
and  new  members  of  staff  have  been  appointed.  The  result  Is  a  very  happy 
atmosphere  within  the  Centre  with  a  good  relationship  between  staff, 
children  and  adult  patients. 

The  Junior  Wing 

At  the  beginning  of  October,  1962,  a  simple  Harvest  Festival  Service 
wa'°  held  In  the  Centre.  This  was  most  successful  and  gifts  of  fruit 
and  vegetables  and  flowers  brought  by  the  children  were  gratefully 
received  at  the  Grove  Aged  Persons*  Home,  Starbeck. 

On  November  5th,  1962,  the  children  built  a  huge  bonfire  and  placed 
a  Guy  Fawkes,  which  they  had  made,  on  the  top.  Fireworks  were  provided 
by  the  Parents  Association. 

In  spite  of  staff  difficulty  we  prepared  a  Christmas  Concert  and 
Nativity  play.  This  was  beautifully  done  and  was  thoroughly  enjoyed 
by  the  parents  and  friends  who  attended. 

A  Christmas  party  was  arranged  for  the  children.  The  adult  women 
did  most  of  the  baking  and  prepared  the  jellies  and  sandwiches.  Three 
clowns  from  Billy  Smarts  circus  provided  lots  of  fun  and  Santa  Claus 
distributed  presents.  Children  from  the  School  Department  of  Oulton 
Hall  Hospital  were  invited  to  this  party  and  were  brought  by  the' 
Supervisor  and  hospital  secretary. 

Also,  one  evening  during  Christmas  week,  twenty  children  were  taken 
by  members  of  staff  to  Billy  Smarts  Circus  in  Leeds. 


The  fundamental  aims  and  purposes  of  a  Centre  are  kept  in  mind  when 
the  timetable  is  planned.  Progress  books  and  charts  are  kept  and  lessons 
include:-  Sense  Development,  Habit  Training;  Language  Development; 

Physical  Education;  Music  and  movement;  Games;  Social  Training;  Percussion 
Band;  Singing;  Stories;  Nature  Study;  Creative  Activities  and  Handwork. 

Adult  Womens  Wing 

Is  numbers  increase  so  does  the  amount  of  laundry  to  be  done.  However, 
all,  this,  with  the  exception  of  the  caretakers  boiler  suit  and  the  Meals 
Assistants  coat  overalls,  is  done  at  the  Centre  by  the  adult  women.  Some 
of  them  can  operate  the  washer  and  spin  dryer  without  help.  Starching 
where  necessary  is  undertaken,  also  all  the  ironing  and  mending. 

This  group  has  been  busy  hemming  dusters  and  dishcloths;  sewing  tapes 
on  towels;  making  aprons  and  generally  making  ready  for  use  various  items 
of  linen  needed  throughout  the  Centre.  Instruction  in  simple  cookery  is 
givet  each  week.  The  women  make  out  a  shopping  list  for  the  ingredients 
of  the  set  recipe;  shop  locally  for  these  items  with  their  instructor  and 
then  corns  back  to  make  up  the  recipe. 

Simple  housecraft  is  carried  out  daily,  each  girls  having  . 
her  own  varying  jobs.  They  also  have  physical  activities;  country  dancing; 
simple  ballroom  dancing;  games,  and  music  and  movement. 

An  ear I7  evening  party  was  arranged  at  Christmas  for  the  adult  women  and 
adult  men.  Again,  most  of  the  baking  was  done  by  the  women.  Patients  from 
Oulton  Hall  Hospital  were  invited  to  this  party  and  everyone  enjoyed 
themselves. 


Adult  hale  Wing 


This  wing  was  opened  later  than  the  other  two  but  already  work  done  here 
can  be  ^een  throughout  the  Centre:—  a  door  gate  for  the  special  care  unit; 
shoe  boxer ;  boxes  for  powder  paint  containers;  a  rack  for  birthday 
candles;  cricket  stumps;  a  cutlery  box,  and  various  pieces  of  apparatus 
which  the  adult  men  have  helped  to  make. 

At  present  wcrk  is  being  carried  out  on  clay  boards  for  the  West  Riding 
County  Supplies  Department.  Everyone  can  do  something  towards  the 
finished  article, 

Tlese  men  also  have  physical  activities  -  Physical  education,  games  and 
dancing.  They  help  with  various  jobs  in  the  Centre  and  have  prepared  a 
pic:  of  ground  for  seeds.

16.  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 


The  Chest  Physicians  hold  sessions  twice  a  week  at  Scotton  Banks 
Hospital,  three  times  a  week  at  Harrogate  General  Hospital,  and  once  a 
week  at  Ripon  &  District  Hospital. 

Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  attend  the  clinics  at  Harrogate  and 
Ripon.  One  of  the  sessions  at  Harrogate  is  used  as  a  special  children's 
and  adolescent's  clinic.  275  contacts  were  also  seen  and  187  of  them 
were  given  B.G.C.  The  Chest  Physicians  saw  29  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
and  4  new  transfers  from  other  areas  during  the  year.  This  is  an 
average  of  8  contacts  per  case. 


Contact  examinations  were  carried  out  at  two  large  hotels,  at 
Princess  Road  Hospital,  Ripon,  and  at  the  Police  Training  Centre,  Pannal 
Ash,  Harrogate,  where  cases  had  occurred. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  area  in  June,  4  people 
were  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic,  of  whan  2  were  diagnosed  as 
tuberculosis. 

The  Harrogate  and  Ripon  @are  Committee  has  continued  its  valuable  work, 
and  assistance  in  kind  or  cash  was  given  to  several  cases. 


Liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  the 
Disablement  Resettlement  Officer  with  regard  to  the  working  conditions 
of  patients. 

There  are  three  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  in  the  Division.  One 
operates  In  Ripon  City  and  Ripon  &  Patel ey  Bridge  Rural  District.  One 
covers  Harrogate  Borough,  Knaresborough  Urban  District,  and  the  western 
part  of  Niaderdale  Rural  District.  One  does  the  eastern  end  of  the 
latter  district. 
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There  has  been  some  difficulty  during  the  year  in  maintaining 
adequate  liaison  with  the  chest  clinics.  This  was  due  in  part  to 
the  prolonged  absence  through  sickness  of  one  of  the  Health  Visitors 
concerned,  and  also  to  clerical  difficulties  in  the  hospitals. 

The  position  is  now  improved  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  improve 
matters  still  further. 

300  orders  for  free  milk  were  issued  to  70  patients  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Chest  Physician  during  the  year. 

7he  Department  continues  to  provide  nursing  equipment  on  loan  at  the 
.request  of  home  nurses  or  general  practitioners. 

recuperative;  hoi-e  treatment 

During  the  year  15  applications  were  received  for  recuperative  home 
treatment  recommended  by  general  practitioners;  k  were  in  respect  of 
school  boys;  3  were  tuberculous  patients,  and  the  remaining  8  cases 
were  in  respect  of  other  adults.

Two  or  three  collections  are  made  weekly  from  certain  cafes,  hotels 
and  other  premises.

The  Shelvoke  vehicle  is  9  years  old  and  has  become  unreliable. 

Repair  costs  are  uneconomic.  The  cost  of  replacement  hired  haulage 
is  high.  These  costs  are  giving  rise  to  some  concern  and  a  special 
report  is  to  be  given  to  the  Committee. 

The  Shelvoke  and  one  Karri er  are  engaged  solely  on  the  collection  of 
refuse.  The  second  Karri er  is  engaged  mainly  on  the  collection  cf 
salvage  from  business  premises;  it  also  helps  out  as  necessary  with 
refuse  collection. 

The  manual  staff  consists  of  1  foreman,  2  tipmen,  3  drivers  and  7 
collectors  -  a  total  of  13  men.  1  extra  man  is  employed  during  the 
summer  months  to  compensate  for  holidays.  During  1962,  11  men  left  and 
were  replacet. 

The  cost  of  hired  haulage  rose  during  the  year.  This  is 
regrettable  but  inevitable.  The  collection  of  refuse  must  be  regularly 
carried  out  otherwise  the  consequences  could  be  serious.

reasons  for  requiring  hired  haulage  are  contained  in:- 

(a)  breakdown  of  vehicles;  principally  the  "SD,}. 

(b)  more  and  bulkier  refuse; 

(c)  vehicles  getting  fast  on  the  tip 

(d)  staffing  difficulties  and  sickness  and 

(e)  weather  conditions. 


These  are  practical  problems,  of  frequent  ocurrence  and  demanding,  in 
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most  cases,  an  immediate  solution 


The  number  of  days  lost  by  manual  staff  because  of  sickness  was  151 
compared  with  197  during  1961.

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Quarry  Moor  where  two  men  are  engaged 
levelling  refuse  and  segregating  salvage  materials.  Since  tipping 
commenced  in  August  1957,  some  21,000  tons  of  household  refuse  and 
approximately  k,000  tons  of  additional  material  has  been  deposited.  The 
tip  will  last  approximately  four  more  years. 

It  is  desirable  to  repeat  a  comment  made  in  previous  reports  that  the 
proportion  of  solid  material  in  household  refuse  continues  to  decrease 
with  the  result  that  the  refuse,  consisting  in  the  main  of  light  bulky 
material,  is  difficult  to  consolidate. 

The  result  is  that  vehicles  are  apt  to  sink  into  the  refuse  and 
have  to  be  towed  out.  This  applies  particularly  to  the  3D  which  weighs 
about  8  tons  loaded.  Duck  boards  are  in  constant  use  but  it  is  difficult 

to  make  a  solid  surface  on  a  “spongy”  foundation. 

Fires  at  the  tip  are  kept  to  a  minimum  because  of  the  nuisance  caused 
by  smoke  and  smell.  There  were  seven  fires  caused  by  trespassers  or 

spontaneous  combustion  and  it  was  necessary  to  use  a  bulldozer  on  four 

occasions.

Comments: 


(1)  Compared  with  1961/2  the  wages  figure  was  up  by  nearly 
£1,200  due  mainly  to  the  employment  of  an  additional 
man  and  increased  wages.  The  haulage  figure  was  down 
by  £385  mainly  in  respect  of  hired  haulage  following 
the  provision  of  the  new  Karri er  vehicle.  Included 

in  the  figure  of  £543  for  salvage  plant  is  a  £300 
repayment! n  respect  of  the  tin  baling  machine.  This  is 
the  last  repayment* 

(2)  The  loss  of  £203  on  salvage  was  due  mainly  to  a 
restriction  on  deliveries  imposed  by  the  mills  and  to 
less  segregation  due  to  staffing  difficulties.  There 
was  stock  on  hand  of  £130  value  at  the  end  of  March 
not  included  in  the  above  figures.

SALVAGE 


As  anticipated,  the  year  1962/63  was  not  a  good  one  so  far  as 
salvage  was  concerned.  Due  to  high  stocks  of  waste  paper  at  the 
receiving  mills,  a  restriction  on  the  quantity  sent  was  imposed 
as  from  the  first  cf  April  and  operated  the  whole  year.  Also, 
prices  were  slightly  reduced. 

Frequently  during  the  year  men  normally  engaged  zn  salvage 
work  had  to  be  transferred  to  refuse  collection  with  the  result 
that  paper  had  to  be  baled  on  overtime.  £120  was  spent  on  overtime 
salvage  work.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


It  Is  quite  often  overlooked  that  the  main  purpose  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  was  tc  provide  the  means  of  reducing  to 
a  negligible  figure  the  pollution  caused  by  domestic  chimneys. 
Industrial  premises  have  to  a  large  extent  ’cleaned  up’  under 
separate  specific  legislation  of  earlier  date. 

Certain  areas  of  the  country  are  termed  ’black  areas’  because  of 
a  higher  degree  cf  pollution.  Those  areas  have  had  to  submit  details 
of  schemes  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  with 
time  limits  for  the  submission  cf  smoke  control  orders  designed  to 
reduce  the  present  high  pollution  rate  to  a  reasonable  figure. 

Ripen  is  not  included  in  a  ’black  area*  and  is  not,  therefore, 
being  pressed  by  the  Minister  to  proceed  with  this  work.  This  will 
come  in  the  future. 

Along  with  most  other  local  authorities,  the  City  adopted  a 
byelaw  in  1957  the  purpose  cf  which  is  to  facilitate  smoke  abatement 
in  future  by  securing  that  domestic  appliances  in  buildings  erected 
from  then  onwards  were  of  a  type  capable  of  being  operated  without 
smoke.  As  no  grant  is  payable  towards  conversions  in  buildings 
erected  after  5th  July,  1956,  it  is  imperative  that  the  byelaw  be 
enforced  to  avoid  difficulties  in  future*

It  is  sometimes  overlooked  that  one  of  the  additional 
reponsibili ties  of  Ripon  being  a  municipal  borough  is 
the  administration  cf  the  Shops  Act,  1950.

Several  of  the  smaller  sweets  and  provisions  shops  appear  to  be 
fulfilling  a  popular  demand  by  occasionally  exceeding  the  per¬ 
mitted  hours.  No  additional  paid  staff  is  employed  at  these 
shops,  the  shopkeepers  normally  living  on  the  premises.

Although  the  reconditioning  of  dwelling  houses  is  about  at 
stagnation  point  in  Ripon,  it  is  pleasing  to  record  the  successful 
efforts  being  made  by  two  owners  In  particular.  In  the  first  case 
two  adjoining  houses,  unfit  for  habitation  and  subject  to 
demolition  orders,  were  purchased  and  completely  reconditioned 
including  the  provision  of  damp  proof  courses,  bathrooms,  etc. 
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The  cost  was  rather  high  but  the  result  is  that  two  houses  have 
been  provided,  equal  to  new  and  for  which  there  was  a  considerable 
tenancy  demand*  For  one  house  a  tenant  was  chosen  from  a 
Corporation  house,  thus  helping  the  Council’s  problem. 

In  the  second  case  the  owner  of  10  houses  in  a  proposed 
clearance  area  requested  the  Council’s  permission  to  make  two  into 
one  and  completely  recondition.  This  was  agreed  to  and  the  work 
is  in  hand. 

These  are  instances  of  housing  improvement  at  its  best  and  the 
ewners  are  to  be  complimented  on  their  initiative.  It  may  be  that 
other  owners  can  be  pvrsuaded  tc  do  likewise.  Efforts  to  this  end 
are  being  made. 


OVERCROWDING  There  is  no  problem  in  the  City. 


FIVE-YEAR  PROGRAMME  During  1955  all  local  authorities  were 

required  to  submit  a  programme  designed 
to  clear  all  slum  type  houses  within  five  years.  This  has  not  been 
possible  in  Ripon  but  the  work  of  clearing  sub-standard  houses  not 
suitable  for  reconditioning  Is  continuing.  The  position  at  the

It  must  be  appreciated  that  this  120  is  not  necessarily  a  final  figure. 
As  housing  surveys  progress  it  may  be  found  that  it  is  not  economically 
or  physically  possible  tc  recondition  some  of  the  older  houses  and 
the  sites  may  be  more  usefully  developed. 

Conversely,  it  may  be  found,  as  instanced  previously,  that  a  few 
houses  in  the  clearance  programme  may  be  capable  of  bein&  reconditioned 
to  give  a  further  span  of  useful  life.  This  will  be  done  where 
possible. 
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IMPROVEMENT  OF  OLD^R  HOUSES:  At  this  stage  of  housing  work  i£*  Is 

possible  to  consider  the  future  in  broad  outline*  Houses  can  be  placed 
into  one  of  three  categories: 

(1)  Those  which  have  all  amenities. 

(2)  Reasonably  good  houses  without  amenities. 

(3)  Poor  type  houses  suitable  only  for  clearance. 


We  are  net  Immediately  concerned  with  category  1.  Category  2  will 
automatically  be  cleared  in  the  fullness  of  time.  Category  3  are 
types  of  houses  with  a  minimum  estimated  life  of  10/15  years  but  which 
lack  hot  water  system,  bathroom,  indoor  W.C. ,  foods tore,  etc.  There 
an  around  500  such  houses  in  Ripon,  some  where  families  suffer  the 
indignity  of  sharing  lavatories  situated  at  the  far  extent  of  the 
garden  or  yard.  It  is  deplorable  that  such  conditions  exist  in  this 
day  and  age  of  our  affluent  society. 

In  August,  1962,  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
issued  Circular  Nc.  1*2  requesting  local  authorities  to  take  action  in 
all  cases  where  houses  were  capable  of  being  improved.  It  was  a  good 
circular  In  that  it  suggested  how  the  work  could  be  done,  admitting 
but  overcoming  all  difficulties. 

A  report  was  presented  to  the  Healtn  Committee  and  in  March  1$ 63  the 
Committee  and  the  Council  agreed  to  proceed  with  a  first  scheme  fo P 
houses  in  Ashgrove. 

Shortly  afterwards  the  Government  issuer  its  new  housing  proposals 
with  a  metaphorical  fanfare  of  trumpets  and  wide  press  coverage. 
Improvement  cf  houses  was  to  be  a  main  plank  in  the  programme  but  it 
was  to  be  limited  to  £ a )  houses  becoming  vacant  and  (b)  where  the 
tenant  requested  the  owner  to  improve  the  house.  The  standard  of 
fitness  and  amenities  was  also  reduced. 

No  official  details  have  yet  been  received  of  the  new  proposals 
and  press  reports  are  the  source  of  this  information.  It  would  appear 
that  on  the  information  so  far  available  a  progressive  step  backwards 
has  been  or  is  to  be  taken. 
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MILK 


The  condition  of  milk  supplied  In  Rlpon  during  1962  has  been 
satisfactory.  Two  complaints  of  dirty  milk  bottles  were  received 
and  referred  to  the  West  Riding  County  Health  Department  who  are 
the  licensing  authority  for  the  producting  and  bottling  premises 
concerned.  A  comment  on  the  question  of  dirty  bottles  may  be 
appropriate.  In  most  cases  the  dirt  arises  from  customers  using 
milk  bottles  for  other  purposes;  occasionally,  the  dairy  is  at 
fault.  All  milk  bottles  are  subject  to  a  cleansing  process 
consisting  generally  of  physical  brushing,  washing  with  a  detergent 
solution  and  steam  sterilising.  Any  dirt  or  discolouration 
remaining  is  normally  rendered  sterile  but  may  be  unsavoury 
looking. 


There  is  a  growing  demand  from  small  shops  for  registration  to 
enable  small  quantities  of  milk  and  cream  to  be  available  for 
customers.  If  suitable  facilities  are  available  for  storage  no' 
objection  is  taken  to  this  as  It  dees  provide  a  useful  service 
to  customers.

Although  rather  slowly,  Improvements  continued  to  be  made 
to  food  premises  during  the  year. 

Generally,  proprietors  of  food  shops  have  co-operated  very 
well  in  improving  their  premises  and  have  received  commendation 
from  their  customers. 

Feed  hygiene  publicity  material,  stressing  the  importance  of 
strict  personal  attention  to  hygiene  and  the  avoidance  of  fly 
and  other  contamination,  was  issued  to  food  shops  and 
canteens.  The  publicity  material  is  issued  free  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 

Occasional  complaints  from  customers  have  been  received 
regarding  the  objectionable  practice  :f  blowing  into  paper  bags, 
handling  loose  sweets,  smoking  whilst  delivering  milk,  butter;  and 
cracked  and  discoloured  crockery.  All  these  complaints  are 
investigated  and  appropriate  action  taken. 

Ccnstant  supervision  is  required  to  keep  the  market  feed 
stalls  up  to  a  reasonable  standard.  Frequent  warnings  have  been 
given  to  certain  stallholders  and  the  time  is  coming  when  stronger 
measures  will  need  to  be  taken.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 


There  are  two  slaughterhouses  In  the  City.  The  principal  one  is 
operated  by  a  firm  of  meat  wholesalers  with  whom  the  Corporation  has 
an  agreement  to  maintain  slaughtering  facilities  for  Ripon  butchers. 
Improvements  were  carried  out  In  I960  which  have  resulted  in  a  first 
class  slaughterhouse.  Due  to  increasing  throughput  further  extensions 
are  planned. 

The  second  slaughterhouse  was  established  in  1956  and  Is  used  by 
two  butchers  only. 

Both  slaughterhouses  comply  with  the  Construction  Regulations  and 
both  are  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner.

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By  the  general  public  the  work  of  meat  inspection  is  taken  for 
granted.  Little  is  known  of  the  work  involved.  The  33,639 
animals  dealt  with  at  the  two  Ripen  slaughterhouses  have  entailed  the 
examination  and  handling  of  the  following  principal  parts:

Complaints  as  to  faulty  meat  have  been  rare.  One  incident  occurred 
during  1962  when  a  customer  produced  a  mutton  chop  in  the  centre  of  which 
was  a  small  abscess.  It  is  virtually  impossible  to  guarantee  against 
instances  of  this  nature.  Fortunately  they  very  rarely  happen. 

The  large  quantity  of  beast  liver  condemned  was  due  to  the  condition 
known  as  liver  fluke.  Affected  livers  came  mostly  from  Irish  cattle 
where  apparently  no  precautions  are  taken  against  the  condition.  The 
proportion  condemned  was  roughly  the  same  as  previous  years. 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  was  again  very  low.  Ten  instances  of 
C.Bovis,  all  in  ‘two  teeth*  cattle,  were  found  and  certain  parts  of 
carcases  and  offals  were  condemned.  Other  affected  carcases  were 
given  21  days  deep  freeze  before  being  released  for  sale. 


THE  SLAUGHTERHOUSE  (ML AT  INSPECTION  GRANT)  REGULATIONS,  1958. 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  meat  from  animals  slaughtered  in 
Ripon  goes  to  markets  in  various  parts  of  the  North  of  England  and 
occasionally  to  the  South.  Following  representations,  the  Ministry, 
in  1958,  commenced  paying  local  authorities  a  grant  toward s  the  cost 
of  inspection  of  this  ’exported’  meat.  The  amount  of  Grant  is  based 
on  a  points  system  according  to  population  and  kind  of  carcase.
